Ami What Mara You

About the time I start home for 
dinner or supper it dawns on me 
that I don’t know what we are going 
to eat. Even when I go to the store it 
is hard to think about much more 
than a meal or two ahead. Maybe It 
will get easier with practice, but I 
doubt it. Besides I really don’t want 
to practice long enough for it to get 
much better. 


The following editorial by Harold 
Hudson of Perryton points up the 
current {dight of the farmers in his 
battle of low prices and high ex­ 
penses. 
A news dispatch by United Press 
International this week from 
Plains, Georgia, goes like this: 
“Georgia farmers, demanding a 
guaranteed profit for their crops, 
took their biggest “tractorcade” 
protest to President Carter’s home 
town and came away with a 
promise from Carter’s cousin they 
have at least gotten the president’s 
attention.” 
This is an example of poor 
reporting at best and slanted 
reporting at worst. The writer of 
the UPI dispatch missed the point, 
either through ignorance or design. 
American 
farmers 
are 
not 
“demanding a guaranteed profit 
for their crops.” All they want is a 
decent market price so they can 
show a profit and stay in the farm­ 
ing business. This does not seem 
like an unreasonable demand. 
Farmers and ranchers have 
always been willing to take a 
chance on the many factors that go 
into agricultural production. They 
have to take a chance on the 
weather and then on the price. As 
long as the price goes up as well as 
down, the have been able to live 
with it. It is when the price of 
everything produced on the farm 
and ranch goes down and stays 
down while everything the farmer 
and rancher buys keeps going up 
has there been any sort of protest 
movement. 
The government should not 
guarantee a profit for the farmer. 
If it did, all of us would want in on 
the act. But neither should the 
government adopt export policies 
and farm 
program 
policies 
designed to keep the price of farm 
products down forever. If this 
happens, then the time can surely 
come when farmers will be forced 
out of the business of food pro­ 
duction and this can spell disaster 
for the nation. 
Of course, the farmer is not the 
only person with a problem these 
days. Oil producers are not real 
happy about selling their product 
at one half of the world market 
price. A lot of American workers 
have lost their jobs because U.S. 
electronics plants have shut down 
because of Japanese imports. Steel 
plants in this country are working 
reduced shifts because of imported 
foreign steel selling at lower 
prices. Holders of industrial stocks 
find their stocks worth about 20 per 
cent less than they were in 1970 and 
if you add another 55 per cent 
because of the inflation factor, 
those with their life savings tied up 
in stocks find these savings 
dwindling away. 
Hie small businessman has his 
problems, too. He has a hard time 
finding dependable help, for one 
thing. And he has to cope with 
steadily mounting taxes on his 
payroll, countless forms to fill out, 
new regulations to abide by as the 
bureaucrats dream them up. 
The school teachers are in a 
tough market and teacher pay is 
not moving up to keep pace with 
inflation. Service station operators 
archit by self service competition, 
help shortage, and shrinking 
profits. 
The farmers and ranchers have

Retired Methodist Minister, 
E.L. Yeats Dies In Roby 


Funeral for the Rev. E. L. 
Yeats, 
89, a 
Methodist 
minister who served 21 
churches in the Northwest 
Texas Conference, was held 
at 4 p.m. Sunday in Roby. 
Services were conducted in 
Roby at the First United 
Methodist Church by Hie 
Rev. L. W. Baker, pastor. 
The Rev. Yeats, who farm­ 
ed pecans and wrote histories 
during his retirement, died at 
8 a.m. Saturday in the Fisher 
County Hospital after a brief 
illness. 


He and the Rev. O. P. Clark 
of Abilene were the two last 
surviving charter pastors of 
the Northwest Texas Con­ 
ference. 
Known 
to 
many 
as 
“Brother Yeats,” he was 
born Feb. 8, 1888, in Kosse, 
son of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert A. Yeats. 


He married Mattie Lou 
Bardwell Sept. 3, 1906, in 
Snyder. She died July 4,1971. 
M aryneal 
M ethodist 
Church 
was 
his 
first 
pastorate in 1906. In the 
following 46 years he served 
churches 
that 
included 
Nugent, Tuscola, Woodson, 
King’s Memorial, Childress, 
Aspermont, Roby, Quitaque, 
Merkel, 
Spur, 
Crowell, 
Memphis, Hamlin, Seymour, 
Baird and Albany. 
He retired in 1952 but 
continued to teach youth 
summer 
assemblies 
at 
McMurry College in Abilene. 
He also was active with the 
McMurry College scholarship 
fund and Epworth League 
coir sea. 
During 
retirement 
he 
farmed his 80 acre farm and 
pfyan orchard and became a 
member of the Texas Pecan 
Growers Association. 
He also developed hobbies 
of woodwork and 
rock 
collecting. In 1968 he finished 
“The House of Memories,” 
which contained stones from 
48 states and 22 foreign 
countries. 


He authored 
and 
co­ 
authored several books, 
including “The History of 
Fisher County,” “The 1881 
Ranch,” “Lights and Shad­ 
ows of an Itinerant Minister” 
and “The History of Nolan 
County.” 
He was working with 
Hooper Shelton in compiling 
a history of Jones County 
when his health forced him to 
discontinue the work. 
He was a member of the 
Texas Historical Society. 
Survivors include a son, A. 
W. Yeats of Beaumont; two 
daughters, Athelda Watts of 
Big Spring and Helen Yeats 
of San Angelo; a brother, the 
Rev. Jospeh E. Yeats of 
Grassland; 
two 
sisters, 
Evelyn Mills of Abilene, and 
Emma Coker of San Diego, 
Calif.; and three grand­ 
children.

A blood drive has been set 
at Hamlin Memorial Hospital 
for Dec. 19 from IO a m. to 2 
pm ,, according to 
Ad­ 
ministrator Billie J. Speck. 


“This is a bad time of year ” 
she said, “but the blood drive 
is necessary In order for 
people in Hamlin to receive 
blood transfusions when 
needed.” 
Through 
special 
ar­ 
rangement with Meek Blood 
Bank in Abilene, blood is 
made available to the Hamlin 
hospital 
with 
the 
local 
hospital being charged only a 
processing fee. The blood 
used is considered a loan and 
must be replaced in Abilene 
in order that the Meek facility 
does not go into its reserve. 


Since Jan. I this year the 
local hopsitai has used 48 
units with five being replaced 
in Abilene and 23 being 
replaced in the April blood 
drive here. 
At the present time Hamlin 
is 20 units short on replacing 
units already used and there 
is no reserve credited to 
Hamlin. 
The Christmas-New Year’s 
holiday season is a peak 
demand 
period 
because 
heavy traffic-related injuries 
put additional demand on the 
blood reserves. 


It is very Important that we 
take care of the deficit in our 
inventory in the Abilene blood 
bank and also build a reserve, 
the administrator noted. 
In addition to being able to 
call upon the Meek bank for 
blood, the local hospital ii 
now equipped to constantly 
keep two pinta of Wood on 
hand. Mrs. Speck said, “This 
does not totally eliminate our 
unusual circumstances of 
having to call donors for 
emergencies, however, It 
does reduce this possibility 
by having a supply on hand.” 
Patients 
in the Hamlin 
hospital are not charged for 
blood The charge la made to 
the 
patient 
for 
cross- 
matching. Mrs. Speck said 
“The actual blood carries no 
charge by any hospital.” 
Mrs. Speck urged area 
residents to “Roll up your 
sleeves and give blood. It to to 
Hamlin hospital patients’ 
advantage to be able to get 
blood from the Meeks Blood 
Bank in Abilene. In order to 
do this, we must keep our 
inventory up in Abilene, At 
least to equal our usage.” 
“ Your 
cooperation 
In 
making this a successful 
blood drive will be greatly 
appreciated by the staff as 
well as the patient,” she 
added.

A lot of people, including

In fact, some reputable 
scientists want those ex­ 
ploring scientists to stop, 
saying it's dangerous and 
may lead to no telling what, 
maybe an entirely different 
type of human being. 
Here we are, nearly 500 
years 
after 
Columbus 
discovered America and 
proved the world was round, 


and, like those thinkers in 
Spain who argued that the 
world was flat and Columbus 
would sail off the edge if he 
kept going, we still have 
fraidy-cats. 
Incidentally, I've often 
wondered why some school 
boy back then, on being told 
you'd plunge off the edge of 
the earth if you kept sailing 
outward in a straight line, 
didn't raise his hand and ask 
his teacher if that was the 


case, then what kept the 
ocean from flowing over the 
edge and completely draining 
itself? You mean schools in 
those days weren't any more 
successful than schools today 
in teaching kids to think? 
On the other hand, most of 
us today still believe pretty 
much what we’re told. For 
example, everybody wants to 
save gasoline, so companies 
have now come out with tires 
and special brands of oil they 
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claim will save gas. I myself 
am now trying to invent gas- 
saving rear-view mirrors and 
windshield wipers. 
Changing the subject, if I 
had one to start with, I notice 
that Congress has labored 
long and hard and come out 
with an unemployment bill. It 
doesn't end unemployment or 
tell how it outfit to be 
achieved, but it does come 
out flat-footedly for a goal of
